WASHINOTON, Jan, 33 (Spe- 
c 1*1)— President Elsenhower pro- 
poses to speed up release of Indiana 
from federal control but cure their 
allmenta and educate them before 
ao doing. 

This appears certAlu from two 
Items in his budget request. The 
Ilrat concerns an Increase of $300,- 
000 over the current year In funds 
for tl)« mansflament-of-truat-prop- 
erty. He notes: 

"Banking aervlcea are provided 
for Indians; land Is purchased, sold, 
exchanaed and leased; estates are 
probated; and Indian property and 
nghts ftre saleiniarded. Hie in- 
crease recommuided will permit ac- 
celerating consolldaUon' and tils- 
posal of fractionated land holdings 
etpeclally In those areas where 
^thdra-wal -of federal— aupervlalon 
may soon be accomplished." ' 

At the same time, he asked for a 
$3,000,000 Increaae (tO (23,000,000) 
for Indian- health and-f3»,000-Hto 
$30,430,000) for schools.
